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French Study

Three Killings in Oran 
Boost Overnight 
Toll to 20 


ALGIERS <A P/—-French author­ 
ities 
studied 
new 
and 
harsher 
m easures today to cope with the 
tide of violence in Algeria's clan­ 
destine war. 
Three killings in Oran boosted 
the overnight death toll to 20. Halt 
a dozen persons were wounded in 
com bat 
between 
Eurooean 
and 
M oslem terrorist organizations. 
Louis Joxe, French m inister lor 
Algerian affairs, m et with the ter­ 
ritory's top officials at the new 
seaside 
adm inistrative center of 
H ocher Noir, 30 miles from Al­ 
giers. 
They were reported to be dis­ 
cus -ing the possible proclam ation 
of a slate of siege, which would 
clam p tighter restrictions on Al­ 
g eria’s already closely regulated 
civil life. 
The day's events included a day­ 
light holdup of an Algerian bank 
by five Europeans. They escaped 
in a m otor car with the equivalent 
of $18.000. This m ay have been 
no hing 
more than 
an ordinary 
crim e, but in the tense atm os­ 
phere of Algiers it was im m edi­ 
ately 
assum ed 
the 
Europeans 
w ere robbing the bank on behalf 
of the right-wing French Secret 
A rm y Organization. 
In Oran, three Europeans were 
siain and another wounded in a 
series 
of 
attacks 
attributed 
to 
M oslems on 
the rebel National 
Liberation Front. 
In Algiers, twro Moslems were 
wounded by bullets fired by Eu­ 
ropean 
terrorists. 
In 
Bone, 
a 
young Moslem was injured by the 
explosion of a plastic bomb. In 
M ostaganem , near O ran, two Mos 
lorn* working' for the French were 
wounded by gunfire. 
Civilian and m ilitary officials in 
a m anifesto Monday night called 
on 
European* 
and 
Moslems 
to 
“ say 
no to m urder and terro r­ 
ism .” 
Unless bloodshed and terro r are 
stopped. 
the 
m anifesto 
said, 
m easures 
will 
be 
taken 
that 
“ would limit the exercise of pub­ 
lic 
freedom 
and 
constrict 
your 
lives.” 
G overnm ent 
sources 
said 
au 
thorities are ready to proclaim 
a state of siege—even if it m eans 
further disruption of Algiers’ eco­

by both Europeans and Moslems.

The plan which reportedly- ha« 
President 
K ennedy's 
approval 
will be m ade public this evening. 
The aim is to promote efficien­ 
cy by grouping under two new’ 
| com m ands the operations now be­ 
ing conducted by separate tech 
nicai services such as the T rans­ 
portation 
Chemical 
Signal 
Ord­ 
nance and Q uarterm aster Corps. 
The 
Arm y general 
staff 
also 
will be relieved of some of Its 
responsibilities in these fields so 
it 
can 
concentrate 
on 
over-all 
planning and policy m aking. The 
staff's present training and school 
operations will be shifted to the 
Continental Army Command. 
The plan is the product of about 
seven months of work. 
It does not affect the com bat 
structure of the Army or any of 
the field com mand organizations. 
The Arm y already has set in 
motion the reshaping of its fighi- 
ing divisions for greater mobility 
and striking power.

The report to the bishop said 
troops of the Congo central gov­ 
ernm ent 
attacked 
m issionaries 
living near Kongolo, beat them 
and then killed them . 
President Moise Tshombe of Ka 
tanga reported on Jan . l that his 
forces 
had 
abandoned 
Kongoio 
and that the invaders were killing 
hundreds of civilians and burning 
villages as they advanced on the 
town. 
T>hombe claim ed that the in­ 
vading troops were under the or 
ders of the Central Congo gov­ 
ernm ent m Leopoldville, but re 
ports 
since 
have indicated that 
they w ere loyal to pro-Communist 
Deputy P rem ier Antoine Gizenga, 
who was put under virtual house 
arrest in Stanleyville Sunday by 
central governm ent troops. 
Gizenga has been accused oi 
dispatching troops into north Ka­ 
tanga in an effort to establish his 
own state in the northeast Congo. 
Units of G izenga’* Stanleyville 
force w ere blam ed for the m urder 
of 13 Italian U.N. airm en in Kivu 
Province in November.

The form er French Congo also

African territory. 
Inform ed sources expressed be­ 
lief the African group would not 
set k 
penalties 
against 
Portugal 
but would limit its proposal to a 
call for condemnation and a de 
m and for Angola's independence. 
Any resolution will need West­ 
ern support to ensure the two- 
thirds m ajority required for adop­ 
tion. The United States reportedly 
has m ade clear it does not favor 
any call for economic sanctions 
against its NATO ally. 
Diplomats 
said U.S. 
delegates 
had told them the United States 
wants to see a m oderate resolu­ 
tion which would prod Portugal

Snow Can Be Deadly Activity

WASHINGTON (AP; - Today, 
this w inter, you m ay throw your 
life away. 
Or, to pul 
it precisely, 'shovel 
or push yourself into the grave. 
It probably won’t be easy to 
do: you'll have to put your ncart 
into it—literally. 
But you won’t be expecting it, 
or 
you 
wouldn't 
be 
shoveling 
snow, pushing a stalled ear out 
of a 
snowbank, 
clim bing 
up a 
snow-mantled hill tow ard the deer 
stand, or doing one ot a dozen 
other strenuous activities in the 
snow. 
For 
snow—crystallized 
w ater 
vapor—is bringing d ea’h to many 
persons—death 
by heart 
attack, 
and at tim es, by stroke. 
T hat's the w arning the Ameii* 
can H eart Association has for you 
this winter, especially if you’re 
one of the nearly 55 million A m er­ 
icans over the age of 49. 
To Stay alive, don’t oVerexert 
yourself in snow. T hat’s the first 
rule, the association says. During 
last w eek’s big storm more than 
50 deaths were attributed by au­ 


thorities to overexertion in shov­ 
eling snow, car pushing and simi­ 
lar activities. 
"D on't let winter be your Wa 
terloo.” says Dr. John W. Lati­ 
m er Jr., president of the Wash­ 
ington H eart Association. 
Approach 
snow-handling 
with 
common sense, and first get a 
health and heart check, he says. 
Don't, for exam ple, try to push 
your stalled ear out of a snow­ 
bank singlehanded. 
Don’t tackle 
the job of snow shoveling with 
the vigor of a teen-ager, unless 
you 
are 
a 
te en a g ef, 
-and 
healthy one at that. 
People are lured to their deaths 
because 
snow 
looks 
innocent 
enough, 
says 
L atim er’s 
associa­ 
tion. 
A 
physiologist 
has 
calculated, 
the energy cost of shoveling sncw 
witl) the usual 5-pound shovel.

Senate Plans 
Probe of U.S. 
Fiscal Status 


WASHINGTON (A P )-S en . H ar­ 
ry 
F. 
Byrd. 
D-Va., said 
today 
President Kennedy is requesting 
a $ 10-feillion increase in the n a­ 
tional debt limit. 
Byrd announced a sweeping in­ 
quiry into the nation’s financial 
condition. 
The Virginia senator said in an 
interview he will ask the Senate 
Finance 
Com m ittee, 
which 
he 
heads, to go into all aspects of 
federal spending and taxation be­ 
fore it acts on a proposed boost 
of tin* limit from $?98 billion to 
a record-breaking $308 billion. 
Secretary of the Treasury Doug­ 
las Dillon said in a m em orandum 
to Byrd and Rep. Wilbur Mills, 
D-Ark., 
chairm an 
<jf the House 
Way* and Means Com mittee, that 
such an increase is necessary if 
Hie Treasury is to meet it* future 
bills. 


Dillon asked for a boost of $2 
billion before M arch 1 and $8 bil­ 
lion for the fiscal y ear beginning 
m xt July t. He said this would 
cover an estim ated i>eak debt of 
$304.5 billion next Dec. 16 and 
give the Treasury about the S3 
billion elbow room it needs to op­ 
erate under the ceiling. 
Byrd said he is willing to go 
along 
with 
the 
tem porary 
in­ 
crease 
to 
$300 
billion 
bccau-e 
“ the President told m e personalty 
that 
otherwise 
the 
governm ent 
couldn't pay its bills.” 
“ But before we mak< 
any fur­

i awrence Fertig is a university trained egghead, com- 
plete with Phi Beta Kappa key, but he is an intenselyprac- 
tical egghead who gears his syndicated newspaper column 
to the man on the street. 
Fertig has no patience with theory in a vacuum. He ap­ 
plies it realistically to current economic decisions and lets 
the chips fall where they may. Inasmuch as he follows the 
free market philosophy wherever it takes him and inasmuch 
as few people believe entirely in the free market, the chips 
frequently land up on other people’s shoulders. But, as we 
know personally. Lawrence Fertiz accepts criticism as grac­ 
iously as approbation.

Unlike manv economic writers, Fertig is a general prac­ 
titioner: in dealing with the economic body he knows the 
relation of each part to the whole and carefully spells out 
the related causes and the related effects.

In the midst of continuing harassment and diversionary 
tactics by opponents of voluntary unionism, the Maine Citi­ 
zens for Right to Work carried forward their campaign to 
arouse the people at the grass roots and thus achieve fav­ 
orable legislative action.

Baldwin, Kansas, recently, that the 
notion the nation is too affluent for 
its own good can wreck our econ­ 
omy. 
“It Is suggested that there is 
too much spending by people in 
business and not enough spending 
by government. Consequently, it is 
proposed that taxation be heavily 
increased to erode the purchasing 
power of the people and their bu­ 
sinesses. 
“I can’t think of a surer or quick­ 
er way to wreck our economy. The 
power to tax is truly the power to 
destroy, and if used in this way, we 
would have a depression which 
would make your parent«, quickly 
forget the one they went through in 
the 30s.“ 
Du Pont said the American peo­ 
ple, through their votes, can pre­ 
vent a wreckage of the economy 
provided they thoroughly under­ 
stand what is going on. He said 
we must first make sure we under­ 
stand our economic system and the 
conditions under which it will op­ 
erate most effectively. 
“Just as an army fights on its 
stomach, so does a government 
live off its economy,” du Pont 
said. 
There are certain economic rules 
as immutable as the laws of na­ 
ture. When you play with them you 
are usually asking for trouble.

Philip was prowled about buy­ 
ing a house. If you wish to own 
your own home, then heed Dr. 
Donaldson’s sage advice below. 
He shows you the maximum 
amount you dare to spend for a 
home, so don’t become slaves to 
mortgage worries and kill your 
marital happiness by buying a 
home priced far above your le­ 
gitimate capacity. 


CASE L-408: Philip, aged 29, is 
our oldest son, who is in gradu­ 
ate school at Indiana University. 
He and Arlene lived for a year 
in a compact little student apart­ 
ment, but when their first baby 
was due. they decided they need­ 
ed an extra bedroom. 
“Dad,” he began, “we are de­ 
bating what to do. We can get a 
larger 
student 
apartment 
for 
about $125 per month. 
“Or we might start buying a 
house 
tn 
Bloomington. 
We’ve 
looked at a couple of old homes 
that need some renovation. 
“They’d require a down pay­ 
ment of about $5.000. Maybe we 
could rent out a couple of rooms 
to students to help pay for the 
heat and light bills. 
“But lately we have hit on an­ 
other plan. We can buy a 50-foot 
mobile home with two bedrooms 
for a total cash payment of less 
than $5.000. 
“It will be all modern, too. We 
can locate the mobile home in a 
very convenient Trailer Park for 
$20 per month rent. 
“That $20 pays for water and 
the sewer connection. So what do 
you think we should do?” 
Well, I asked him how much his 
oil bill for the oil 
furnace would 
run per year, plus 
his electricity 
and bottled gas for his kitchen 
stove. 
Philip figured they would aver­ 
age 
not 
more 
than 
$20 
per 
month, which meant his rent and 
other 
necessary expenses of the 
mobile home would total about $40 
per month.

nounced that the price of your 
new home should not run more 
than 2H times your annual in­ 
come. 
If you are thus earning $5,000 
per year, that means the ceiling 
on the price of your home should 
not exceed $12,500. 
The ususal graduate student ob­ 
viously* does not make $5.000 per 
year. 
Even if he w*ere on a graduate 
fellowship of $1.800 and getting 
G-I monthly aid of $125, his total 
income w*ould thus not exceed $3,- 
300 so such a person could not af­ 
ford to pay more than about $8,- 
500 for a home. 


Mobile homes are thus a very 
attractive deal tor college stu­ 
dents and moderate wige earn­ 
ers. 
Unless 
the 
young 
married 
couple 
have 
in-laws

will 
make a down payment on the new 
home as a wedding gift, or un­

He is vigorously op­ 
posing federal aid for the needy 
but enthusiastically championing 
federal relief for millionaires. 
Byrd wasted no time last week 
in proclaiming his opposition to 
President Kennedy’s welfare pro­ 
gram. As senate finance chair­ 
man, he also served notice that 
he won’t hold hearings on medi­ 
cal care for the aged until the 
House has acted 
first—a delay­ 
ing tactic that probably will hold 
up the bill until adjournment day. 
Yet the same Senator Byrd is 
now rushing special tax benefits 
through the Senate for the mil­

Treasury in tax revenue is a mat­ 
ter of dispute, but the estimates 
run as high as $160,000,000.

Sidney Alexand­ 
er, Robert Kleiger and Bernard 
Lown said the electric shock meth­ 
od was used in treating a 59 year 
old man when he failed to re­ 
spond to drugs. 
Two episodes, in which the pa­ 
tient’s heart rate reached 190 and 
200 beats per minute, were cor­ 
rected by electric shocks of 250 and 
350 volts respectively, they said. 
The shocks were administered dur­ 
ing general anesthesia, they said. 
I A normal heart beat could be main­ 
tained after the second shock treat­ 
ment with drugs, they said.

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Are W e Fooling 
Ourselves Statistically?

During the pa-;t month or so met 
rojjolitan new spapers have carried 
articles headlined “ Industrial Ex­ 
pansion In M issouri Continues at 
Brisk P ace In June,” and “ F ast 
M issouri Industry Pace — Develop­ 
m ent M ark Is Set for F irst Six 
Months of This Y ear.” 
The first of these articles listed 
30 expansions or new plants for 
the month of June, and the second 
indicated the state had a six • 
months score of 66 new plants 
and 68 expansions th at created a 
total of 2,792 new jobs. 
These figures, if prepared by sta­ 
tistically 
acceptable 
procedures, 
are quite im pressive and indicate 
that M issouri is gaining new indus­ 
try a 
an outstanding rate, 
de­ 
spite the fact that our new indus­ 
trial developm ent legislation has 
not yet gone into action. 
Both the June list and the six 
month sum m ary were prepared by 
the M issouri Resources and Deve­ 
lopment Commission and appear to 
be based on the itemized industrial 
developm ent lists published each 
month in the Com m ission's -Indus­ 
trial News.” 
On exam ining the June list of de- 
velopm ents 'oublished in the July 
issue of Industrial N ew s', we find 
that of the total of 30 new plants 
or expansions listed, only six are 
actually announcem ents of plans 
for new plants, while four describe 
plants apparently under construc­ 
tion and 18 are item s on plants 
or expansions already com pleted. 
Two other developm ents are de­ 
scribed in a m anner that m akes 
it difficult to determ ine in which of 
these three categories they belong. 
One of the plants mentioned in the 
list employs three people, another 
six. 
The May list, published in the 
June issue of Industrial News, car 
ries

announcem ents. 
lists

plants or expansions under consfru 
tion and 13 com pleted, or a total of 
29 
developm ents 
for

month. It also lists an industry 
th at em ploys four people. 
Development lists of this sort, cov­ 
ering announcem ents, construction 
progress reports and com pletions, 
are excellent from a news stand­ 
point. 
Statistically, 
though, 
they 
appear to be som ewhat less relia­ 
ble. since these 3-siage reports of 
fer the possibility of unintentional 
duplication—through issuing item s 
on the sam p developm ent, when it 
is announced, again while it is un­ 
d er construction, and finally, when 
it is com pleted. 
As a m atter of fact, the May 
list (June. 1961 edition of Industrial 


News» appears to contain at least 
four such duplications. The Kroger 
egg plant at Jackson was m ention­ 
ed in the April list; 
the M ark 
Twain Boat plant at New Ixmdon 
was first announced in the January 
1961 edition; the Kraft Foods ex 
pansion seem s to have been first 
mentioned in the M ay 1960 edi­ 
tion and it is possible that the Ap­ 
pleby Mfg. Co. expansion at Leba­ 
non was referred io in an item in 
the M arch, 1960 Industrial News. 
The June list (July 1961 Industrial 
News) apoears to have ai least 
three duplications — all involving 
Kansas City industries. Both the 
Seidlitz Paint Co. and the Davis 
Paint Co. expansions seem to be 
covered by an item in the Feb. 
1960 edition of Industrial News, 
and the Rice Coat and Suit Co. 
expansion is covered, in greater 
detail, in the May 1961 edition of 
i Industrial News. 
If these lists are typical, they in­ 
dicate that an average of three or 
m ore developm ents have been m en­ 
tioned in previous lists. And if sim ­ 
ilar reporting techniques are follow 
ed in the future, it seem s reason 
able to assum e that a t least three

June lists will be duplicated in fu­ 
ture issues. 
If this did happen, it would add 
up to about six duplications per 
month, or an error of about 72 new i 
plants or expansions per year. And 
an error of that m agnitude could

by as 
much as one 
fourth. 
Likewise, it is our opinion that 
the listing of industries employing 
fewer than five people can lead 
to statistically 
confusing results. 
For exam ple, the April 1959 edi­ 
tion of Industrial News listed the 
Esquire Boat Co. as a new indus­ 
try at 
Commerce. 
However, 
on 
talking to residents of that nearby 
town, I failed to find any company 
of that nam e, though at about that ■ 
tim e two brothers did plan to 
m an­ 
ufacture fiberglass boats under the 
nam e of the Simmons Fiberglass 
Boat Co. One boat was produced, 
but none sold. 
Perhaps it would be m ore satis­ 
factory, 
and 
certainly 
less con­ 
fusing. if only industries employing 
at least five were

velopment reports. This would tend 
to elim inate the counting of under­ 
takings 
that are essentially in the 
category of home - stop or do-it- 
yourself operations.

When the'-e tentative corrections 
were applied to the Commission’s 
1960 figures, they indicated a cor 
rectcd score of about 87 new indus­ 
tries for 1960, instead of 115; also 
6.925 new job.v instead of 12.246.

close agreem ent with the census 
figures’ 8-year average annual gain 
of 90 plants per year and 6.404 new 
jobs — and suggests that there is

DUCK WING STUDY 


PUXICO — Representatives of 
eight Mississippi Flyway states and 
three other agencies have just 
completed preliminary studies here 
in a wing bee — a study of about 
10,000 wild duck wings contributed 
by hunters — and have begun ta­ 
bulating their findings. 
Prelim inary findings of a simil­ 
ar wing bee at Poynette, Wis., 
have been released by the Missis­ 
sippi Flyway Council. The biologist 
classify the wings by age, sex and 
species. By study of these catego­ 
ries they gain 
valuable informa­ 
tion on the condition of the duck 
flocks. 
According 
to 
the 
preliminary 
Poynette findings, mallard produc­ 
tion last year was only slightly bet­ 
ter than the previous year, which 
was the worst on record. Ducks 
which nest north and east of the 
drought - stricken prairies had bet­ 
ter breeding success than 
m al­ 
lards. Blue - wing teal and some 
other species were subjected to ex­ 
tremely light shooting pressure in 
the northern slates of the fly way; 
and the low duck limit and “spare- 
the-hen" publicity apparently caus­ 
ed 
many hunters to shoot more 
drakes. Duck concentrations and 
hunting success varied among the 
states, but conditions throughout 
the northern part of the fly w ay 
are reflected in the Poynette study. 
The study just finished here was 
conducted at the Gaylord Memor­ 
ial Laboratory on the Conservation 
Commission’s Duck Creek Wildlife 
Area. John Rogers director of the 
laboratory, also represented the 
University of Missouri. Other agen­ 
cies involved were the U. S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service and Wildlife 
Management Institute. The wing 
bee here was conducted by 35 per­ 
sons representing the three agen­ 
cies and the states of Missouri, 
Iowa, Kansas, Oklahoma, Louisia­ 
na, Illinois, Tennessee and South 
Dakota.

Freedom would be man s best way of life even if it did 
not produce the greatest volume of goods tor the g ifliest 
number, but, happily, the record shows that it does. 
It is one thing to vaguely accept this truth but it is an­ 
other thing to understand and communicate it. For this rea­ 
son Lawrence Fertig’s new book PROSPERITY THROUGH 
FREEDOM* is an important addition to anti-collectivist 
literature. It portrays treedom in action. 
Because nowadays almost nobody is willing to judge a 
nook until he knows where the author “stands,” these re­ 
marks will deal with the character of the man as well as 
the character of his book. 
r 
What Fertig believes can be judged by the following quo­ 
tation from the foreword: 
^ 
^ 
“My theme is the necessity for free markets and a free 
economy if we are to avoid coming under the yoke of some 
political despotism. I make no apology for being guided by 
this absolute, but rather assent that it is logical and nec­ 
essary for an interpreter of economic affairs to do precisely 
this ” 
Lawrence Fertig is a university trained egghead, com­ 
plete with Phi Beta Kappa key, but he is an intensely prac­ 
tical egghead who gears his syndicated newspaper column 
to the man on the street. 
Fertig has no patience with theory in a vacuum. He ap­ 
plies it realistically to current economic decisions and lets 
the chips fall where they may. Inasmuch as he follows the 
free market philosophy wherever it takes him, and inasmuch 
as few people believe entirely in the free market, the chips 
frequently land up on other people’s shoulders. But, as we 
know personally, Lawrence Fertiz accepts criticism as grac­ 
iously as approbation. 
Unlike manv economic writers, Fertig is a general prac­ 
titioner: in dealing with the economic body he knows the 
relation of each part to the whole and carefully spells out 
the related causes and the related effects. In 272 pages Fer­ 
tig lines up every major issue of the day and examines it in 
the light of the free market. The list includes economic 
growth, inflation, welfare, education, productivity, wages, 
prices, profits,, unemployment, deficit spending, government 
intervention, labor unions, featherbedding, tariffs, foreign 
trade, foreign aid, and freedom of speech. 
Unlike many disciples of freedom. Fertig does not try to 
stimulate emotion or prejudice to “sell” his viewpoint: he 
states the self-evident truth and permits the reader to gen­ 
erate his own reaction. 
For example here is his description of Social Security 
benefits: 
. . 
‘They are really currently collected tax funds which are 
assessed against the productive in behalf of those who are 
not productive.” 
After examining the inflationary deficit spending ap­ 
proach to economic growth he writes: 
“There is only one way to achie ve—growl b t hat is b v 
increased savings and by increased investment in the tools 
of production. In this way there is a greater flow of goods 
resulting from every hour of human labor.” 
Regarding fixed wage patterns based on national averages 
he writes: 
“No business can survive on a national average. It must 
live by its individual costs, its individual productivity. If its 
productivity declines for one year or two and it is neverthe­ 
less forced to increase wages, the result can be disastrous 
for that particular company or that industry.” 
Regarding the Indivisibility of political and economic lib­ 
erty Ffcrtig writes: 
“Political liberty and economic freedom are intertwined 
—they cannot be separated. Any system which deprives the 
individual of his economic— by controlling his job, or how- 
much he can earn, or what he should buy, or bow he should 
live—takes awav his basic freedom. And it is important to 
remember that throughout history, whenever bureaucrats 
controlled people’s economic lives, they soon came to control 
their political freedom as well.” 
This book is inevitably headed fey popularity because it 
has the content required to do two important things—start 
thoughtful arguments and then provide the answers.

home priced far above your le­ 
gitimate capacity. 


CASE L-408: Philip, aged 29, 
la 
our oldest son, who is in gradu­ 
ate school at Indiana University. 
He and Arlene lived for a year 
in a compact little student apart­ 
ment. but when their first baby 
was due. they decided they need­ 
ed an extra bedroom. 
"Dad,” he began, "we are de­ 
bating what to do. 
We can get a 
larger 
student 
apartm ent 
for 
about $125 per month. 
"Or we might start buying a 
house 
in 
Bloomington. 
We’ve 
looked at a couple of old homes 
that need some renovation. 
"They’d 
require 
a 
down pay­ 
ment of about $5,000, Maybe we 
could rent out a couple of rooms 
to students to help pay for die 
heat and light bills. 
"But lately we have bit on an­ 
other plan. We can buy’ a 50-foot 
mobile home with two bedrooms

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Are We Fooling 
Ourselves Statistically?

During the past month or so m et­ 
ropolitan newspapers have carried 
articles headlined “ Industrial Ex­ 
pansion In M issouri Continues at 
Brisk Pace In June,” and “ Fast 
M issouri Industry Pace — Develop­ 
m ent M ark Is Set for First Six 
Months of This Y ear.” 
The first of these articles listed 
30 expansions or new plants for 
the month of June, and the second 
indicated the state had a six - 
months score of 66 new plants 
and 68 expansions that created a 
total of 2,792 new jobs. 
These figures, if prepared by sta­ 
tistically 
acceptable 
procedures, 
are quite im pressive and indicate 
that Missouri is gaining new indus­ 
try 
a 
an outstanding rate, 
de 
spite the fact that our new indus­ 
trial development legislation has 
not yet gone into action. 
Both the June list and the six 
month sum m ary were prepared by 
the Missouri Resources and Deve­ 
lopment Commission and a p p e a r to 
be based on the itemized industrial 
developm ent lists published each 
month in the Com m ission's “Indus­ 
trial News.” 
On examining the June list of de­ 
velopments < oublished in the July 
issue of Industrial News), we find 
that of the total of 30 new plants 
or expansions listed, only six are 
a c tu a lly announcem ents of plans 
for new plants, while four describe 
plants apparently under construc­ 
tion and 18 are items on plants 
o r expansions already completed. 
Two other developments are de- 
sc r’bod in a m anner that m akes 
it difficult to determ ine in which of 
these three categories they belong. 
One of the plants mentioned in the 
list employs three people, another

it is completed. 
As a m atter of fact, the May 
list (June. 1961 edition of Industrial 


News' appears to contain at least 
four such duplications. The Kroger 
egg plant at Jackson was mention­ 
ed in the April list:

Twain Boat plant at New London 
was first announced in the January 
| 1961 edition; the Kraft Foods ex 
pansion seem s to have been first 
mentioned in the May 1960 edi­ 
tion and it is possible that the Aj> 
pleby Mfg. Co. expansion at Leba­ 
non was referred to in an item in 
the M arch, 1960 Industrial News. 
The June list (July 1961 Industrial 
News) appears to have at least 
three duplications — all involving 
Kansas City industries. Both the 
Seidlitz Paint Co. and the Davis 
Paint Co. expansions seem to be 
covered by an item in the Feb. 
1960 edition of Industrial News, 
and the Rice Coat and Suit Co. 
expansion is covered, in greater 
detail, in the May 1961 editiou of 
I Industrial News.

Likewise, it is our opinion that 
the listing of industries employing 
fewer than five people can lead 
to statistically 
confusing results. 
For exam ple, the April 1959 edi­ 
tion of Industrial News listed the

town. I failed to find any com pany 
of that nam e, though at about that

During the pxst month or so met­ 
ropolitan newspapers have carried 
articles headlined “ Industrial Ex­ 
pansion In Missouri Continues at 
Brisk Pace In June,” and “Fast 
Missouri Industry Pace — Develop­ 
ment Mark Is Set for First Six 
Months of This Year.” 
The first of these articles listed 
30 expansions or new plants for 
the month of June, and the second 
indicated the state had a six • 
months score of 66 new plants 
and 68 expansions that created a 
total of 2,792 new jobs. 
These figures, if prepared by sta­

procedures, 
are quite impressive and indicate 
that Missouri is gaining new indus­ 
try ai 
an outstanding rate, dc 
spite the fact that our new indus 
trial development legislation has 
not yet gone into action. 
Both the June list and the six 
month summary were prepared by 
the Missouri Resources and Deve­ 
lopment Commission and appear to 
be based on the itemized industrial 
development lists published each 
month in the Commission’s “Indus­ 
trial News.” 
On examining the June list of de­ 
velopments ‘published In the July 
issue of Industrial News*, we find

News* appears to contain at least 
four such duplications.

Fred L. Henley, a CaruihersviUe 
attorney, today became the new 
chairman of the Missouri State 
Highway Commission and imme­ 
diately reaffirmed the comniis. 
sion's strong support of the propos­ 
ed Constitutional Amendment per­ 
taining to the state gasoline tax. 
Henley. 50, was appointed to the 
Commission last month by Gov. 
John M. Dalton to succeed Chair­ 
man Leo A. Fisher of St. Louis, 
who resigned. 
The Commission reorganized to. 
day at its regular monthly meet­ 
ing in Jefferson City and Henley 
was elected chairman. 
Other memberts of the Commis­ 
sion are Henry D, Bradley, St. 
Joseph, re-elected vice chairman. 
A. D. Sappington, Columbia; Roy 
E. Mayes, Sr., Carthage: and T. R. 
Beveridge, Rolla. who a.s state 
geologist is an ex-officio member. 
Speaking as the new chairman. 
Henley said the Commission will 
put forth every effort, to bring 
about passage of the Constitutional 
Amendment at the special state­ 
wide election March 6. 
“Although I am a newcomer to 
the Commission. I am aware of 
the importance of the amendment 
winning approval. In my travels as 
a private citizen I have seen — 
just as thousands of other Missou­ 
rians have seen — the necessity 
for providing adequate highways, 
roads and streets at 
the state, 
county and city levels,” Henley 
said. 
He listed traffic safety, economic 
growth and the rapid increase in 
traffic in Missouri as the major 
reasons why he believes it neces­ 
sary that the amendment pass.
